Our telegraphic dispatches convey to 
U3 the information that -the miners, 
hitherto in the employ of the Van- 
couver Coal Company at Nanaimo, 
have refused to accept the announced 
^ reduction of wages and are now on 
' strike. We are sure- that the news 
will be received with regret, because 
the war of labor against capital will, to 
a certain extent, renew the stagnation 
of trade and dull times experienced 
during the unfortunate strike of the 
WellihgtonSminers? To their credit, be 
it said,4Hat/the,V;W[ellington men have 
thus faKdecline^ f to! interfere in any 
maniior with the existing trouble. The 
matter in no way concerns them. They 
have had tlieir strike and, let us hope, 
profited by the experience and are now 
content to be able ';to;^put in a good 
day's w6rk', recoiye'^reasonable renmn- 
eration and thus earn a livelihood for 
themselves and families. We are 
aware that there is much to bo said in 
favor of the miner on tlio question of 
"thick and thin coal," but it is fair to 
presume that no employer of labor 
would announce a reduction in wages 
unless the condition of the market de- 
manded' 'iB^ It is accepted as a'n ax- 
iom, throughout the world, and more 
especially in new countries, that the 
prosperity of a community is to a great 
extent proportioua'ifl to the rate of 
wages paid the laboring classes. If 
employers of labor are able to increase 
wages the fiict may bo taken as sub- 
stantial evidence that the demand for 
the article they produce is in excess of 
the supply. If, on the other hand, a 
monetary panic or a depreciation in 
value, points to the fact that the more 
, they produce the more they lose, reme- 
dies must be: taken- to ensure cheaper 
production;"^ ':The' battle of capital 
against labor has been fought over and 
over again, hut it seems that the issues 
are interminable. It was hoped that 
in this instance masters and men would 
! have ■'submitt^d.-'tjieir rdifiercnces 
settlement by arbitration and it is tob< 
regretted that they have not seen fit to 
adopt that course. By reference to our 
telegraphic dispatches it will be obscrv 
ed that the inquest held on the disas 
trous tire, -which resulted in the de 
struc^lpniqfjthVjYancouver Coal ; Coin 
pany's machine shops and store houses 
on the morning of the 11th inst, en 
tirely dissipates tiie report that th 
conflagration was the work of an 
cendiary. This is a matter for coa 
gratulation because, under the circum 
st'ini'esjit might havo been insinuated 
that theincendiarisni had been perpetrat- 
, ed out of a spiritpf revepge. Wo do not 
believe,' hijweyer, : that an employd of 
the coal companies, no matter to what 
extent he might be aggrieved, would 
resort to any such malicious deed, 
could not possibly benefit him, but 
might tend to prolong a stagnation of 
busineia* We do not know whether it 
is now too late, but in the interests of 
Nanaimo and for the welfare of th 
miners, we would counsel both parties to 
deliberate coolly and moderately on th 
' situation before the breach is widened 
It will indeed be lamentable if, just as 
the long expected era of /.prosperity is 
dawning, the country should be found 
involved in intestine strifes which 
might be easily tranquilized if the 
proper means were only adopted.

The casin^lties to British, . Canadian 
and foreign Bea-goiing vessels report- 
ed to the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries as having occurred in Can 
adian waters, and to Canadian sea 
going vessels in waters other than those 
of Canada^ during the year ended the 
31stDcceniber, 1879, were 368, repre 
sen ting a tonnage of 148,181 tons regis 
ter, and the amount of loss, both tota 
and partial, so far as ascertained, was 
$3,390,876. The ■number of lives lost 
in connection with these disasters was 
281, viz,' 32 in Canadian waters, and 
249 in waters other than those of 
Canada. The disasters reported to the 
Department as having occurred to ves 
sel.s on the inland waters of Canada 
were 50, representing a tonnage of 11.- 
577 tons register. The amount of loss 
sustained is estimated at $110,585 
The number of lives reported lost was 
40. The total niim^r,pf:;caaualtieS're- 
ported to the Dejiartrnent as *^ having 
occurred during the calendar year to 
sea-going and inland vessels, was 418, 
and 321 lives were reijorted lost in con 
nection with them. The aggregate 
number of tons involved in these dis- 
asters wa.s 1.59,758 tons register, and 
the total amount of loss, as far as has 
been ascertained, including both ves, 
sels and cargoe.s, was $.},501,461. This 
amount includes partial loss of vessels 
and cargoes. In this Province on the 
30th June last there were 14 licensed 
■ pilots, eight of whonuftwere. in active 
Rervicej-and no apprentices employed. 
The pilotage dues collected up to 30th 
June amounted to $10,4 1 .3.i!8, and the 
'total rect^ipts were .$11,510.06. Of 
this amount $9,173.29 was paid to 
pilots, and the suiu of $I,824.18'Ms 
expended in payment of salaries of the 
Secretary and Treasurer's office, legal 
and other contingent expenses, leaving 
a balance to the credit of the Pilotage 
AiHhority of $512.59. A. return from 
the atjridged district of Victoria for the 
half year ending December 31st, 1879, 
shows that there are tliree licensed 
. pilots and five certificated masters and 
^tniates r/ii^ jthe iidistrict. The pilotage 
fiuOT^^^i^c^i^ed^for Jthe six ^ months 
atnounted , to $3,§5.6.97, and the total 
'^receipts'to $3i692.97i all of which was 
expended. The expenditure on. account 
of maintenance , of lighthouses, buoys 
and beacons in the Province during the 
year ended June 3Gth; 18('9, was as 
follows: Beren'a Island light, $768.73;

Subscriptions were raised on Kan- 
ahana's behalf at McDame's, Thibet 
and Dense Creeks, to assist in defray- 
ing the expense of keeping him at 
Glenora. 

During the late severe spell, a china- 
man named Kum Chow, but better 
known as "Henry," who kept a res- 
taurant on McDanio's Creek last sum- 
mer, while on his way from the above 
creek to Laketon, was frozen to death. 
As it was known amongst his friends 
here that he was on tho river travel- 
ling, fears wero entertained for his 
safety, and a party of his countrymen 
started down the river in search of 
him. They found him On shore, where 
it is supposed ho had gone to make a 
camp, frozen stiO". Tho body was 
hauled to Laketon, and buried in the 
China quarter of tho burial ground. 

The present winter has been the 
coldest experienced in this district for 
the past three seasons. Cold weather set 
in unusually early this season. On 
the 25th of November Dease Lake was 
frozen over two weeks earlier than 
last year. From tho 2Sth of Novem- 
ber to tho prest-nt date the thermomet- 
er — with two exceptions~b^s register- 
ed many degrees below zero. The 
average from tho 28th of November 
to date has been 25° below zero. Ap- 
pending are tho figures for the month 
of January — below zero — as far as 
gone : Jan. 1st, 18°; 2nd, 27°; 3rd 
32°; 4th, 23'; 5tli, 29'; Gth, 45°; 7th, 
42°; 8th, 43°; 9th, 46°; 10th, 45°; lUh, 
45°; 12th. 44'-; 13th, 40°; 14, L8°; 
I5th, 26°; 16th, 25°; 17th, 41°; 18th, 
26°; 19tb, 10°. The prevailing wind 
since the first of November has been 
north. 

The cold was. much greater both at 
McDame's Creek and Glenora Land- 
ing than we experienced on Dease 
Creek. Nearly overyorio bxpoaed to 
the cold during the late severe spell 
was more or less frozen. Noses, cheeks, 
fingers, ears and toes being treated in 
a most impartial manner by "Jack 
Frost." Several parties had their feet 
rather severely frost-bitten, but with 
one exception^ not seriously; and that 
one — P. Connors — has already lost a 
portion of one of his great toes, with 
not, as yet, much indication of improve- 
ment. Owing to tho terribly severe 
weather raining has been at a com- 
plete standstill for weeks, but prepara- 
tions are now being made by the few 
claims that are workable to resume 
operations, both on Dease and Thibert 
Creeks. R. M.

Laketon, Dease Creek, 
Jan. 20 1880. 
To the Editor op The Colonist; 
The unfortunate' nian .referried to in 
the report — who is a Kanaka named 
William Kanahana — was hauling 
freight from a cache on Dt-ase River to 
Sylvester's Landing, at the time he. 
was so badly frozen ; nearly three 
weeks ago. He had got within twelve 
miles of Sylvester's Landing, when it 
is supposed that he became overpower- 
ed by, the extreme pold,^ .as , he was 
found lying oii his sleigh the following 
morning, almost lifelrss, by Cbas. 
Walker, who had started out from the 
Lauding that day to. search for him. 
Everything was done that could be, 
under the circumstances, for tho poor 
fellow, but withoub'any apparent bene- 
fit. The McDame's Creek people con- 
cluded that he hud better be sent up 
to Dease Creek, and from thence for- 
warded to Glenora Landing, for what 
medical assistance could be procured. 
The cold at that time was intense on 
Mol^oie's^ Creek and vicinity, the 
thpruibmeter registering for days from 
45°. to 58°. below zero, with a. strong 
north wind blowing most of the time ; 
consequently it was a ditEcult matter 
to find any one who would volunteer 
is services to haul tho Kanaka up the 
river. Dick Glenn, however, under- 
took to bring him up to Dease Creek, 
making a quick trip — four days — 
nder the circumstances, to Laketon. 
The unfortunate man was immediately 
taken to Messrs. Clearihue nnd Car- 
son's hotel, where he received every 
indness and attention from the pro- 
prietors. Too much praise cannot be 
given to Mr. Glenn for his action in 
the matter. 

It is impossible to say, at tho pre- 
sent moment, whether tho Kanaka 
ill lose his hands, or only a portion 
of his fingers, but it is to be hoped 
that his injuries will not be as serious 
as at present feared. The poor man 
was hauled oh a sleigh from McDame's 
Creek to this placej^ lashed on ; like so 
much cargo and ran K risk of being

DENNIS KEARNEY SENTENOISD 
TO IMPRISONMENT. 



(ExcluslTo Dispatch to Tlio Colonist.] 



San Franolsco, March 10 — Tlio Police 
Judge this morning sontencod Dennis 
Kearney to six months imprisonment in 
the House of Correction and to pay a fine 
of one thousand dollars. The magnitude 
of tho sentence was a surpriso to Koarney 
who expected to got off with nominal 
punishment. It is probable he will take 
the case to tho Supreme Court on a writ 
of habeas corpus, 

In passing sentonco on Kearnoy tho 
Judge said it was not his duty to punish 
the prisoner for similar ofl'enccs in the 
past, but to confine himself strictly to the 
consideration of the present case. Ho 
would pass judgment without projiidiice, 
feeling or vindictivonoss; but the sen- 
tence imposed would indicate his estimate 
of the graviry of tho ofl'unco Ho then 
passed sentence as above stated. Koar- 
ney received tho sentence in silence, biit 
his features expressed tho utmost surpriso 
and indignation. He had pieT.ously stat- 
ed that ho expected to get ott'.: with a fine 
of $20 or thereabouts, and "after leaving 
the Court-room he freely expressed his 
anger and chagrin; donouncing tho penal- 
ty .as outrageous and claiming that he 
would boat it. Probably in expectation 
of a nominal sentence his counsel had 
neglected to demand a jury trial, and 
having no recourse in that direction, at 
onco filod an appeal to tho Superior Court, 
furnishing bonds in tho sum of $3000. 
On the streets many o.'cpressions at Judge 
Rlx's action are heard on all sidos.

Appending will be found tho official re- 
port of tho party deputed to select tho 
most suitable line for the construction of 
a trail from Cliilliwhack to the Skaget 
gold reeion: — 

We left Chilliwhack Landing on the 
23rd of February, and wero driven by 
sluigh over a good road to Kuitus Lake. 
Wo got fiiur Indians there and sent our 
outfit with them by canoe as far as Slesio 
Creek, a distance of 20 miles from Kuitus 
Lake, and about 30 miles from Chilli- 
whack Landing. We camped ou the 23rd 
six- miles above Kuitus Lake. The weath- 
er was very stormy on the 24th and only 
made four miles. On tho 25th made eight 
miles and camped at Rock Salmon. On 
tho 2Gth travolJod eight miles and camped 
at Big Cedar. On the 27th camped at 
Big Log and only mndofour miles — snow- 
ing vory heavily. On tho 23th arriv- 
ed at Summit Lake and camped. 'Ihe 
Like fr.izon. Snow.ng vory heavily — two 
feet in four hours. Slarch Ist and 2nd 
still snowing. March 3rd crossed the 
lake and broke tho 4rail and returned to 
camp. On tho -Ith packed up and crossed 
tho lake and wont up a creek to the south- 
east which wo called Clear Croek. Tho 
prospects for a trail up this creek are 
good. Wo did not come across any ob- 
stacles for a trail. It was still snowing 
heavily, so that tho new fallen snow stood 
five feet deep, and wo could only make 
four miles a day, and as our grub would 
run short at this rato of ti-avel wo re- 
luctantly returned. Wo prospected a 
route which would obviate crossing tho 
lake, and found tho north side to be 
practicable for making a trail. We had 
no ditUculty in finding the' old trail all 
tho "way from the blazes and even it could 
bo followed by tho depression in tho 
snow. Our guide — Thompson Uslick — 
we found to bo reliable in what ho stated 
before he left, as far as we wont. Ho 
stated that no crood trail could be got by 
striking to tho south.by the Nosaquatch 
for that it was very rooky. Himself and 
his wife tr.ivelled from the Skaget to 
Summit Lako in ono and a half days, and 
he states that a good pass exists via Chilli- 
whack to tho Skaget without any rooks 
or precipices. Ho is of the 'opinion that 
should a good trail be opened a rider can 
go through to tho Skaget from Chilli- 
whack in about one day. Wo arrived at 
Chilliwhack at noon to-day. Wo believe 
a trail via Summit L ilio will bo the host 
and shoi'tcst to the SL.iget mines.

In another column we publhh au 
extract. from the Loudon correspon- 
dence of the- New York Tribune, in 
whicb. it is asserted that the Princess 
Louise very reluotantly returned 
to Canada. The London letter of 
the Tribune is generally correct in 
its statements, and in this case his as 
sertioas are not improbable. No one 
can be astonished that Her Rcyal 
Highness should regret to leave the 
literary and artistic world of LondoS 
for the comparative isolation of her 
life in Ottawa. The highly cultivated 
tastes of tho Princess must necessarily 
cause her to feel a degree of in- 
tellectual starvation in a country which 
lacks artistic circles, because it has not 
yet developed a largo leisured wealthy 
clasa Canadians are not ashamed to 
ttcknowledne tho deficiencies incident 
to their situation, and Mr. Smalley 
was widely astray in imagining that 
his revelations could produce irritation 
in the Dominion. We leave to the 
"Upper Ton" of New York the as- 
sumption of excessive cultivation. We 
can better afford to confess that wo are 
not birds of brilliant plumage than to 
imitate the jackdaw who sticks pea- 
cock's feathers in its tail. Tho best 
hope for the future cultivation of art 
and literature in a new country may be 
founded on the cheerful recognition of 
its deficiencies. "Why should Canadians 
feel soro because the Princess — having 
all herjif?,;knpwn tho fulness of ex- 
istence iii'tlio old world, having pos- 
sibly become an intellectual sybarite in 
some dngrfic — feels with intensity the 
lack of beauty and delight in our work- 
aday land? if a dcsiro for more adula- 
tion, or mere splendour, or trivial 
amusement were charged against Her 
Royal Highness we should bo indig- 
nant with some reason. But we can 
regret for hor sake and our own that 
life in a new country is necessarily do- 
ficicnt in many noble pleasures that ap 
peal to tho cultivated intelligence. 

It is no light BacriScs thatpnei makes 
who gives up no mord' than the assbcia- 
tiona of home for a lengthy period at 
the call of duty. To be long an exile 
from one's country, from tho familiar 
faces, tho accustomed scones, is to sen- 
sitive organizations a severe trial. 
English people are proverbially,:^ un 
happy out of England, and liondoners 
above all never cease to regret the 
sweet shady side of Pall Mall." Can- 
ada never had a Governor General who 
did not indicate, in spite of himself, a 
feeling that his term was one of banish- 
ment. Military men in Canada shared 
with pauper emigrants tho sentiment 
that they were condemned to rfsidence 
in a "beastly hole." Natives could af- 
ford to laugh at tho objurgations of 
idle young subalterns as at the insol- 
ence of poor men who abuse the 
country that makes them for the Srst 
time acquainted with plenty. But if 
their protestations are pardoned as 
natural to pedple sufTeriiig from nos- 
talgia, how is it po.ssilile to withhold 
sympathy from tho Princess, sufl*ring 
also from tlif keen craving for a fuller 
intellectual life? 

We have always said that the visit 
of Her Royal Highness^sb^d be con- 
sidered as an experini'eht^^It was quite 
on the cards that sho might insist on 
returning to England after a very short 
residence at Ottawa; if she remains two 
years the experiment must be consider- 
ed a success; if she remains during the 
whole .term of tbe ^ Marquis : she will 
have exhibited a very great deal of self- 
denial. All Canadians hope that she 
may give the highest ])roof of a capacity 
to sudordinate her likiiiiis to the claim 
of duty. For there can be no doubt 
that Mr. Smalley is correct in assert- 
ing that , every year of her stay tightens 
the bond between "tho Coloiiy and the 
Crown." Her Royal Highness has 
already shown a dogreo of tact, a 
power of cndraring herself to the ])ub 
lie, which might be used to produce 
political results of the utmost conse- 
quence. The Princess might set her- 
self to achieving a task worthy of ihe 
liightist powers and tbe purest ambi- 
tion. She need only be Rtudibusly and 
widely gracious to gain unlimited pop- 
ularity, and we believe that by cutting 
adrift from all unnecessary ceremonial 
and living as the (irst Canadian lady 
she would at once find an interest to 
coinpenaale her for all deprivations, 
and would get rid of ' the only really 
ofl'ensive society — that which assumes 
to be what it is not.
